DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: in claim 1 , the last 
line, the right parentheses should be deleted. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ono 
et al. in view of GB 1082945. 

Ono et al. teach a water-in-oil emulsion stencil ink composition comprising 10- 
70% by weight of an oil phase and 30-90% by weight of a water phase wherein the oil 
phase comprises 1-30% by weight of a water-insoluble pigment such as 
phthalocyanine-based pigment. See col. 1, lines 50-53, col. 2. lines 13-25 and 40-44, 
col. 3, lines 60-63, Table 1 ; examples 4 and 5 and claims 1 and 3. Ono et al. fails to 
teach that the phthalocyanine-based pigment is treated with a copper phthalocyanine 
derivative of the formula as claimed by applicants. 

GB 1082945 teaches a phthalocyanine pigment composition comprising a copper 
phthalocyanine mixed with 1-20% by weight of a copper phthalocyanine derivative of 
the formula 
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wherein CuPc represents copper phthalocyanine; is H or an alkyi or hydroxyalkyi 
radical; is alkyI or cycloalkyi and n is an integer from 1-5. GB 1082945 further teach 
that the pigment composition is useful as a colorant in printing inks since they readily 
disperse in non-aqueous media and have a high degree of resistance to flocculation 
and to crystal growth. See page 1 , lines 23-34 and page 2, lines 50-59. 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to 
have used the phthalocyanine pigment composition of GB 1082945 as the 
phthalocyanine-based pigment in the oil phase of the water-in-oil ink of Ono et al. 
because GB 1082945 discloses that the phthalocyanine pigment composition is 
readily dispersible in an oil based printing ink composition as claimed by applicants. 



The remaining references listed on forms 892 and 1449 have been reviewed by 
the examiner and are considered to be cumulative to or less material than the prior art 
references relied upon in the above rejections.
